A MINER'S STORY. 


Th, re be more heroes in this world, ac- 


cord mg to my way of thiSking. than ever 
get I alked on in the newspapers, or have 
the Victoria Cross presented to them, or 
bay books written about them after they 
aitrdcad and gone. 


All the same, I've never been able to make

The Lombard stylo of architecture, to 


which our Norman is allied, placed the 
support conspicuously in the wall. Ol 
great thickness, with large blank spaces 
unpierced and prominent, the walls plainly 
tell their work and their capacity to do it. 
Tho ornamentation is subservient to the 
idea. Shallow recesses and paneling bring 
the surface of the wall into prominence. 
Where they are pierced for window or door 
the beveling and molding in perspective 
increase the idea of strength. The arcading 
points to the depth. The circular arch in- 
dicates tho solidity of the wall above. The 
circular windows were adapted to empha- 
size tho notion of power.

PLUMVILLE CHANGE. 


Plumvillo " 'foh do wall" was an unin- 


!< resting littlo village lying in a remoto 
^ tlle-y of a New England agricultural <lis- 
lilct. If the soil was thin the rocks were 
I hick—so thick, indeed, that it was a grim 
5«ko. that a shotgun was needed to get the 
n ed corn into the first and between the 
M cond. Owing to this bedrock the drain- 
in ;o was poor, arid wliat the drouth spared 
f i idden Bliowerfl swept away. 


All Uio young men went west, the old 


Fbotmaker had moved away, and even tho 
ininister had departed, leavinK a monu- 
mental pair of crossed poles to bar the en- 
I1 ,meo to the mcetln house. And yet these 
natives—New England men and women— 
•vsiirc not lacking in shrewdness and com- 
jjion sense. They were simply discouraged. 
"With nil their hard labor they never got 
1« youd the bare necessities of life. They 
li id no arnusemeTitrf, no expectations, no 
li'ipe. Tho women never had time to sit 
<i"wn, but npent their time cooking and 
v, ifihing in the kitchens. Tho front room 
•u.is always closely shuttered, tho front 
M 'ps wcru overgrown with coarfeo weeds, 
in d the front gate refused to open.

Games of cards were ta 
Imoed. There could be no social life In so 
B|I irscly st'ttlud a region. It was a custon 
fur the farmer who had "arrants" in tlio 
village to bring tho occasional novspnpor 
oi rare letter for the inhabitants on his 
route. So if Brown saw Smith jogging 
along toward "the Center" ho (Brown 
knew that on Smith's return anhouroi 
t\\o later he would find anything the nmii 
hud brought him in his yard, tossed there 
b\ tho obliging Smith. 


Once a year, perhaps, there would be n 


vn tiding, for in Plumvillo all widowers 
nj>i:cdily rcplacc'l their "first." On these 
oi cnslons it was usual to borrow white 
kids from tho doctor, who had sentimen- 
tally or economically (for he had himself 
\\nrn them nt two separata ceremonies] 
pic-served his with care. 


In the spring of 1880 old Mr. Elkins fell 


»H k. Ills wife had just died, and ho had 
HD children. It was an added burden to 
th« weary neighbors, who felt they must 
"do" for tho old man. At tho best it was 
fi/igmentary service, and the invalid was 
alone many hours out of every twenty- 
four. Tho relief was great, therefore, 
wlien somehow or other a nephew's widow, 
01 a cousin's daughter, appeared as nurse 
anil housekeeper. Sho brought a. niece 
with Lei—-a slip of a freckled girl about

as ihc came and went about these duties 
tlir neighbors wondered to lienr her sing- 
ing like a happy bird.

DALZELL FAIRLY 
TREATED. 


Was Won on 
The Battle in Lancaster 


Its merits. 


Lancaster county, on a popular vote on
